Abberton  and  District  Water  Supply 

I  noted  in  my  Report  for  1952  that  the  Council’s  engineers  were 
being  consulted  with  regard  to  the  receding  levels  of  water  at  the 
Abberton  borehole.  Of  the  remedial  schemes  submitted  by  the 
engineers,  the  Council  adopted  one  providing  for  an  additional  bore¬ 
hole  at  the  rear  of  the  present  one,  and  the  replacement  of  the  present 
tin.  rising  main  with  a  5in.  main,  in  order  to  carry  the  additional 
water  pumped. 

This  supply  is  chlorinated  and  is  bacteriologies, lly  very  good,  hut 
it  does  contain  a  high  proportion  of  salt,  which  is  normal  in  coastal 
waters,  and  also  4-5  parts  per  million  of  fluorine.

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flowed  its  banks,  had  risen  above  the  level  of  the  floor  of  the  pumping 
station  and  had  gained  access  to  the  well. 

As  an  emergency  measure  the  parish  was  supplied  with  water 
from  the  Colchester  mains  and  the  local  supply  was  pumped  to  waste 
until  the  samples  taken  for  analysis  became  satisfactory.

This  is  a  chlorinated  supply. 

This  is  a  failing  supply,  the  remedy  for  which,  on  the  advice  of 
the  Council’s  engineers,  is  a  new  borehole  to  be  constructed  at  the 
site  of  the  present  pumping  station. 

Normally  this  supply  is  satisfactory  qualitatively.  In  July, 
however,  samples  taken  on  the  supply  were  unsatisfactory,  and  as 
a  result  the  borehole  water  was  sampled.  As  this  was  unsatisfactory, 
an  alternative  supply  was  taken  from  the  South  Essex  Waterworks 
Company  whilst  investigations  were  made.  The  well  was  thoroughly 
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chlorinated  and  pumped  out  following  which  various  samples  proved 
to  he  satisfactory.  Although  no  definite  evidence  of  the  source  of 
pollution  was  found,  the  circumstances  indicate  that  a  close  watch 
must  he  kept  on  this  supply.

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HOUSING 

Progress  has  been  made  by  the  Housing  Committee  in  rehousing 
families  ;  the  number  of  applicants  has  been  reduced  by  70,  leaving 
490  families  on  the  list.  The  number  of  houses  built  in  the  District 
shows  an  increase. 

The  number  of  Council  houses  completed  was  02,  whilst  04  were 
built  by  private  enterprise. 

The  total  built  was  27  more  than  last  year. 

The  present  plan  of  grouping  houses  in  the  larger  villages  has 
many  advantages,  but  it  is  hoped  that  life  in  the  smaller  villages 
does  not  stagnate  and  lose  the  mental  stimulation  which  is  so 
necessary  to  good  health  and  citizenship. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  sewage  extension  scheme  with  the  improvements  at  the 
Disposal  Works  at  Tiptree  was  almost  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
year  ;  up  to  the  present  time,  however,  the  beds  have  not  settled 
down  to  producing  a  satisfactory  effluent. 

In  two  of  the  Council’s  schemes  the  sewage  is  taken  into  the 
sewers  of  the  Colchester  Corporation.  These  are  at  East  Donyland 
and  East  Stanway  which  was  sewered  last  year. 

Dedham  Sewerage  Works  is  still  awaiting  the  recommended 
extension  and  improvements  necessary  to  produce  a  good  effluent. 

Other  sewerage  plants  are  in  operation  at  Birch,  Wakes  Colne 
and  Wormingford  airfields,  and  at  Council  housing  sites  at  Birch, 
Boxted,  Eingringhoe,  Peldon  and  West  Bergholt. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

Carcases  for  consumption  in  this  district  have  been  inspected  at 
(lie  public  abbatoir  in  the  Borough  of  Colchester. 

Inspection  of  food  shops,  bakeries  and  other  places  where  food  is 
prepared,  etc.,  is  undertaken  by  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Samples  of  ice-cream  have  been  taken  at  intervals  for  submission 
to  the  laboratory  for  bacterial  content.

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE 

Notifiable  disease  was  more  prevalent  than  last  year,  the  number 
of  notifications  being  doubled.  This  was  accounted  for  almost 
entirely  by  measles,  which  showed  an  increase  of  800  cases. 

Two  of  the  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  paralytic  ;  both  of  them 
will  probably  have  permanent  defects  as  a  result  of  their  illness. 

Scarlet  fever  is  still  mild  in  character  ;  none  of  the  cases  which 
occurred  were  really  ill.
